Of course, some indi- 
vidual Germans in the United States have always 
enjoyed the fullest esteem of their American fel- 
low citizens. The geologist Gilbert spoke with 
genuine respect of the German neighbor and of his 
father, after whom he had been named Karl. Some 
Germans, like Carl Schurz, have enjoyed the re- 
spect of all and have risen to high office in the 
republic not because they were Germans but in 
spite of it.

000,000 bonds and $3,000,000,000 more are 
n By Jan. 1 a fur- 

ther $3,000,000,000 will be offered, and 
by July 1 of next year it is expected 
there will be another $3,000,000,000. 

It is the round sum — figured 
at $21,000,000,000 within period of 
twelve months that in * 4 and dond 
raising is unequaled. In the history of 
the world’s money activities no such 
voting of national wealth has taken 
place. The interest charge alone on 
the volume of new bonds will be about 
one-half the sum of the total national 


debt before this country entered the 


war.

This and other sums are to be raised, 
not exclusively for the United States, 
but for England and France and the 
other governments known as our al- 


lies. Already there has been advanced a
